or a hundred years from now. Tn 
the case of Manitoba it will be tre- 
membered that it was given its con- 
atitucion in 1870, and it was not un- 
ti] 1892, rwenty-two years afterwards 
that the Vrivy, Council decided what 
the powers of the Manitoba Legis 
lature were in regard to education. 

The tast clause in the resolution 
adoptea vy the Liberals in each prov 
ince sets 1orctn the belief in the prin- 
eipie o: ruil departmental control and 
supervision over alt classes of schools. 
This is exactly what we have and 
this they velleve should be mainitain- 
ed ane continued. Under our present 
school iaw we have not in any sense 
clerically controlled separate schools 
such as" tney had at one time 
in Manitova. The conditions which 
existea tnere do not exist here, and 
never can without the sanction and 
approval of the legislatures and peo- 
ple of this country. The Liberal par- 
ty, therefore, in the last clause of its 
sehoo! plank declares in favor of the 
Government throvgh the Department 
of Education having and retaining 
full contro! over the licensing and 
examination of teachers, the selection 
of text books, the adoption of 
courses of study, the inspection of 
teache:s and other kindved matters, 

The following statements made by 
the leaders of the two parties in Sas- 
ketchewan are here given as a fur- 
ther indication of the avowed policies 
of the parties. 

The Winnipeg Telegram of June 12 
reports Mr. tlaultain as having giv- 
en utterance to the following words 
in London on the previous Tuesday: 

“Let there 6e no misundenstiand- 
ing on this subject. Don’t give any: 
credit to men who cry ‘Peace, peace,’ 
for there is no peace, and there will 
never be peace so long as there is 
one Word of coercion, so long as there 
is one slightest violation of educa- 
tional rights in the legislation that 
gs given the provinces. -We are re- 
soled to fight the matter to the end. 
And we will exhaust every constitu- 
tionai and legitimate purpose. What- 
ever the result of the fight may be 
we are resolved to fight it.” : 

A “fighting” speech usually sounds 
weil and takes well. But in this par- 
ticular Instance the good people of 
London decided by a large majority 
that Mr. Haultain had no reasonable 
greurds for ascrap. After listening 
to all the arguments that could be 
advanced by both himself and Mr. 
Bennett they came to the conclusion 
that no actual grievance existed, that 
the Dominion Government had taken 
the only course and the wisest course 
open to it, and that the Western 
champion wished to fight merely for 
the sake of fighting. 

After the London and North Ox- 
ford elections, Mr. Haultain said to 


a reporfer of the Toronto News: 


“Fhe people of the East must not 
think that the fig! will be over 
when the autonomy bills have passed. 
It will only just be beginning and 


wii! I robably be fou 
way that thestruggle will not be con- 
fined to the Northwest Territories.” 

What is the only fair inference to 
be drawn from such a statement ? 
Speaking for himself and for the par- 
ty he represents what does Mr. Haul- 
tain wish to do? Does he wish to 
confine his harmless test case to the 
people of the new provinces ? Or 
does he hope that he will probably be 
able to convulse the whole of Can- 
ada in another struggle based on race 
and religious prejudices and _ senti- 
ments ? 

On the following day, Mr. Haultain 
said to a remorter of the Toronto 
Mail: 

“I! said when the question was in- 
troduced that no change would be 
made in the existing system of the 
provinces if they were given their 
rights in that direction. The result 
might ve different now for ultra
